Burns, G. Witty, W. E. Hall, E. H. Per- 
kins, W. English, John Doe, Richard 
Doe, Henry Black, John Prime, Henry 
the Second, George the Third, Charles 
the Fourth and Henry the Fifth. 


The complaint states that on the 3d 


day of August, 1892, a certain express 
car then used by said complainant, 
Wells, Fargo & Co., on a railroad train 
then operated by the Southern Pacific 
Company, was attacked near Collis 
Station, in the county of Fresno, state 
of Calif ornia, and robbed of money and 
treasure to a large amount, belonging 
to said complainant Wells, Fargo & Co.

Extracts From a Masterly Speech Deliv- 


ered Before a Body of Toon* Wen In 
Parts—The Relation Between Science 
and Happiness Explained. 
Emile Zola, tbe famous novelist, pre- 


sided at a dinner given by the Students' 
association of Paris. In the course of 
the evening he spoke as follows: 


Dicl science ever promise happiness? 


J do not think BO. Science promised the 
truth, and it is questionable if happiness 
can be made ont of facts. To he con- 
tent with them even for a day one must 
possess a stoicism, an absolute unselfish- 
ness, a serenity of intelligence possible 
only to the highest minds. Therefore a 
despairing cry goes np from suffering 
humanity. How, it asks, can -we live 
without delusions and illusions? If there 
is not somewhere a world where justice 
reigns, where the wicked are punished 
and the good rewarded, how endure the 
abominations of human existence? Na- 
rure is unjust and crueL Science ends 
n the monstrous law of the survival of 
he strongest. Reasoning thus, recoiling 
!rom realities as yet ill explained, they 
ieek a dream, put confidence in the out 
of sight and hope to satisfy in the be- 
yond their yearning for fraternity and 
ustice. 
This despairing appeal for happiness, 


rising on every side, moves me infinitely. 
Already music has responded to it, lit- 
erature is trying to satisfy the new thirst, 
and art is changing to show its sympa- 
;hy. 
It is the reaction against natural- 


sin, which is, they say, dead and buried. 
At any rate the movement is undeniable. 
Lt is felt in all the manifestations of 
mind, and unless it is taken into ac- 
count, studied and explained the out- 
look for the morrow is hopeless. 


I, being an old and rugged positivist, 


see in all this only a halt in the march 
ahead. Indeed it is not even that, for 
our libraries, laboratories, amphithea- 
ters and schools are not deserted. What 
reassures me most is the fact that the 
social ground is unchanged. For a new 
art to flourish, for a new belief to give 
humanity a new direction, there must 
be a new soil for them to germinate and 
grow in. Ours is still the democratic 
soil whence the century rose. Faiths 
are not resuscitated, and only a mythol- 
ogy can be made^of a dead religion. The 
next century will affirm this one. Wha1 
I will concede is that in literature we 
brought the horizon too near, and per- 
sonally I regret having endeavored to 
limit art to proved verities. 


The new men, by re-extending the 


horizon, have regained possession of the 
unknown and the mysterious, and they 
have done well. Between the truths ac- 
quired through science, which are not to 
be shaken, and the truths to be con- 
quered tomorrow from the unknown, 
which in their turn will become immov- 
able, there is a land of doubt and inquiry. 
This land belongs as much to literature 
as to science. Into it we can go as pio- 
neers, doing the work of precursors anc 
interpreting, according to our talents, 
its unknown forces. The ideal is only 
tho unexplained. It is well enough to 
invent solutions for the unknown, bu 
we have no right to put in question anc 
so deny facts already verified. As sci 
ence advances the ideal retreats, and i' 
seems to tne that this slow conquest 
though we have the melancholy certi- 
tude of never knowing all, gives life its 
only reason, its only joy. 


In these troublous days youth is tolc 


to believe, but nobody tells it exactly 
what to believe. Believe, they say, for 
the sake of the happiness that comes 
from believing, and most especially be 
lieve in order that you may learn to be 
lieve. The advice is not bad in itself. I 
is certainly n great joy to repose upon 
the assurance given by any faith, no mat 
ter what. The difficulty is that one can 
not believe by being willing to do so 
Faith is a wind that blows where it list 
eth, and there only. 


In conclusion lot me offer you a creec 


•r-the creed of work. Young men, work 
I am aware that no counsel could be 
more banal. In every school at the end 
of every term it is given to every boy 
and every boy hears it with indifference 
But let me, who have never been any 
thing except a worker, tell you the re 
ward 1 have gained from the long toi 
whose effort has filled my life. 
Th< 


world was harsh to me at first. I have 
known poverty and despair. Later my 
existence was a battle, and even now the 
fight goes on and my work is questioned 
contradicted, insulted. Through it al 
my support has been incessant work 
regular, daily, for an end never forgot- 
ten. How often have I seated -nyself a 
my table, tortured by some gi sat pain 
physical or moral! And each time, after 
the first minutes of agony, my tatk has 
proved a solace, has given me strength 
to continue the straggle and await the 
morrow. 


Work is the law of the world—the 


guide that leads organized matter to its 
unknown goal. Life has no other reason 
for being, and each of us is here only to 
perform his task and disappear. Calm 
comes to the most tortured if they wil 
accept and complete the task they fine 
under their hands. This, to be sure, is 
only an empirical way to live an hones' 
and almost tranquil life, but is it nothing 
to acquire moral health and by solvinj 
through work the question of how to 
secure on earth the greatest happiness 
thus escape from the danger of the 
dream?

A Grcuso Filter For Boilers. 


A filter for removing grease, which 


often passes into boilers with the feed 
water, consists of a metallic chamber or 
filter box in which are a series of gratings, 
and between these gratings are placed 
layers of wire gauze and flannel of a spe- 
cial texture, which forms the filtering me- 
dium. The feed water from the donkey 
pump enters the filter box from one side, 
passes upward through the filter cloths 
and thence out to the boiler, the scum 
passing away through another outlet. 
By this means it is found that all grease 
and greasy matter, as well as other im- 
purities, are arrested by the filter cloths, 
which can be readily taken out for clean* 
ing or renewal. The filter is equally ap- 
plicable to land and marine boilers. — 
New York Telegram.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp V. M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls tho horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after tho saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockejs or others having- 
care of the animal, that do not send tlio horse 
out promptly at post signal will bo fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must bo made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 
1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two daj s preceding the race, before 6 
o'clock p, it. 


Thosf) who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before tho raco at 6 F. M. 


Horses entered in purses can only bo drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, ana the 
weiehtundcoloisof the rider must be jfi\en. 
After a horse lias l un onro at the meeting', 
the name of tho horse, v, ith the weiarht to be 
carried at the race i» btiBicient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter arid start or the race 
may be declared oil' by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not w on before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry nve pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
bei paid prior to weighing ^he jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or In one interest, tlio particular 
horse they are to start must be named by fl 
l'. >i. of tho day preceding the race. 


No added money paid f or a w alk-o> or. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Paciug purses divided at 
tho rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trottinff and Pacing races or" the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; live 
or more to enter and three or. more to start, 
but the Board reserves tho right to hold o 
less number than ftvo to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rntn. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable;, and iu 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat iu three must go to tho stable. 


Tbe Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
66% to tbe first aud 33?A to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of tho Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 
Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering » bone In a running race, under 
these conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to govern all runnlwf 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
